the Ficfs in Italy, Spain fhould ‘alfo* give his Majefty am A& of Reverfal, for 
obliging that Prince to take the Invefticure in due Form, within the Space of 
one Year: And alfo, That becaufe the Infanc Don Carlos is a Minor, a Guar- 
dian fhould be appointed him, who fhould pfs tlie faid A@ of Reverfal for him 
and in his Behalf, that the King of Spain, aud’alfo the whole Family of France, 
being, by the Quadruple Alliance, excluded trom fueh Guardianfhip, the Cuftom 
of the Empire requires, That a Prince of the Empire, ahd Member of the fame, 
fhould be chofen for that Tralt. Weear, thefe Alterations are no way accep- 
table to the Court of France. The Plenipetentiaries of Spain have difpatched a- 
bother Exprefs to Madrid about it.

The laft Mails brought us a Journal of the Proceedings of the Clergy of France, which affembled 
in Convocation the 25th of May laf, Purfuant to the King’s Letter of January 24. 


EF ORE we enter wponthe. Journal, it may not be amifs to acquainc 
B the Readers that the faid Convocation having not nad their uiual Meetings tor 
fome tume paft, his Majelty takes notice in his Lecter. Thatthe Reafons which 
hindred their aflembling are fubfifting no longer; and therefore he declares his-Roy- 
al Will and Pleafure, That they meet as aforefaid, in his good City of Paris; 
that they fend two Deputies and po more fromievery, Province, viz. One of the 
firit, and one of the fecond Order; and thac they fit no longer than two Months, 
according to ancient Regulations. 

Nota, France has 16 Metropolitan Cities or Ecclefiaftical Provinces, each of 
which, fendsto Convocation an Aschbifhop, anda Deputy of the fecond Order, 
who. muft at Jeaft be a Subdeacon, and pofleficd of a Beuefice within the Limits 
of the Metropolitan, which gives him his Proxy. 

May 29th, The Afflembly being now compicately formed, they took the ufual 
Oath, and chofe their Prefidents, whofe Number and Quality depend folely upon 
their Election and Determination, without Regard co the Dignity of Perfons or 
Preheminence of Sees, They chofe four, viz. The Archbifbop ot "Aixand Nar- 

bonne, the Bifhop of Chalons upon Soane, and the Bifhop of Chartres. 
~ The Archbifhop of Aix having Moved, Thatthe Cardinal Dubois, Prime Mi- 
nifter of Fradee, might be invited to come and prefide in their Afiembly, it was 
received with Applaufe, and feconded bythe Nomination of the whole Affembly, 
who deputed two Archbifhops: two Bifhops, and four Abbots totarry the Met- 
fage, and another Abbot was fent to Verfailles to wait on the King, and the Duke 
oP Orleans, to know when his Majefty would vouchafe to give them Audience, 
and wher his Royal Highnefs wouid pleafe to receive their Refpec&s. 

May 31, The Archbifhop of Narbonne made Report of the tavourable and 
polite Reception, which the uties had of the Cardinal Dubois; and that his 
Eminency accepted the Place of Prefident; at the fame time Report was made 
by an Abbot, that the King:had appointed the 2d of June at halfan Hour afrer 
nine in the Forenoon, to give Audience to the Clergy, and that che Duke of Or- 
Jeans would give-Audience the fame Day at Noon: Thenthe Aflembly went into 
the Choir of the Auguftins-Church; where, after the Reading of Mafs and the 
Gofpels, the. Bifhop of Chalons mounted the Pulpit, and preached a Sermon from 
the [aft Verfe of the 93 Pfalm. Thy Teftimonies are very fure.. In the fir Place 
he applied the Words of his Text to the publick Teftimopics, and fhining Proot 
which God has given in all Ages, of the God-Head, of Faith, aid ofghe Chrif- 
tian Religion; and-collg&ed the chief Inftances which are feattered up d6wa 
throughout the Old and New Teftament, and in Ecclefigh k Hiftory. In the 
adPlace, he confuted the ObjeGions and Pretences of upgamely Libertines, who 
oppofe the Evidences of Religion, not fo much from, thé Bi Adne{s of theit Minds, 
as from the Depravity of their AffeGions. He went throa@gh the Important Sub- 
je& with a due Solidity, and with all that Spirit ad Eloquence which the Na- 
tureot it required ; and thofe who heard him, difcovered all the Leatning and 
Sublimity of Genius, which they fo much admired, when the {ame Prelate pro- 
nounced the Funeral Oration ofthe late King of France, before the Aflembly of 
the Clergy in 1715. ! 

When his Sermon was ended, all the Prelates and Deputies of the Aflembly re- 
ceived the Sacrament from the Archbifhop of Narbonne. 

June 2, The Deputies of the Aflembly went to Verfailles, and being led into 
the Ball of Ambafladors, were. introduced into the King’s Apartment by the 
Count Maurepas, Seeretary of State, and by two Malters of Ceremonies; the 
Guards being drawn up under Arms in the Hall, with their refpeGive Brigadiers 
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at their Heads, and the Leaves of the Foiding-<Doors being opened by the Ufhers! 
The Cardinal Dubois, their Prefident, met them-in the King’s fir Anci-chan- 
ber, and walked between the Archbithops .of Aix and Narbonne, when they 
were come into the Royal Prefence, the Archbifhop of Aix made the following 

ngue. | 

eR E, The Clergy of France, the firlt of the three Eftates of your King- 
dom, are'come to pay their Homage co your Majelty, and to implore your Pro- 
eGion. _ 
’ They prefume, Sire, tofiatterthemfelves, That they have always deferv’d it, - 
by the conftant- Loyalty, of which they have at all Times given the moft fignal 
Proofs tothe Kings your Predeceflors, and you will find them equally devoted 
to pleafe your Majefty. 2 as : 

Being animated by the Spirit and Zeal of the wife Cardinal, whom they chofe 
tortheir Prefident, they will ftrive to be helpful in all Neceflities of the State ; 
while on the other Hand, they make bold to lay before your Majelty thofe of the 
Church, which demands powerful Succours, and which it cannot expe& from 
nonée but your Majelty. ; 

The great Prince who, after a glorious Regency, has refigned the Govern- 
ment of the Kingdom into your Hands, and who, by his profound]Wifdom,main- 
tained it in Peace againft Foreign Enemics, had not time abfolurely to furprefs the 
Uneafine{s of fome Minds, which difturb the Domeftick Tranquillity, 6y an ob- 
ftinate Refiftance to the Laws of the Church and State. 

This, Sire, isa Glory which the Divine Providence has refetv’d for the. Time 
of your Majority, and to which it feems to have prepared you by that true Piety 
which fhone out even in your Infancy, and which has been yearly increafing ever 

ce. . <7 | 
ween the other eminent Qualities, Sire, which you have received from Nature, 
and which have been fo happily cultivated by Hands equally skilful, and careful, 
are {officient to render you Great inthe Eyes of Men. But *tis Religion only 
which can render you Great in the Sight of God. This is truc'and folid Great- 
nefs of which a King cannot be too zealous, with whoni no Monarch upon Earth 
fhares in the glorious Title of Mo# Chriftian King. : 

It was chiefly owing to this Zeal for the Purity of Faith, and the Intereft of the 
Church, That the incomparable Prioce whom you fucceed, merites the Sirname of 
Great: and that: he drew down from above that Series of Profperity, with which 
the longeft of Reigns was eminently diltinguithed. | 

’ By fuch Condu& efpeciatlp, Site, you will have the Glory to bring him to Life 
again, as it were in yourown Perfon. 

You will thereby comfort us for the Lofs of your Auguft Father, in whom, if 
he had lived, France expeceed to have found one of the wifeft and moft Religious 
of Kings: 

And moreover, your Majefty is obliged to it by the folema. Oath you cook, 
when you received th@efacrea Undtion. 

This Sire, isthe chief End of thofe Prayers which we fhall never ceafe to put 
up for you, and ’ris this that will mike-your Majelly a King after God’s own, 
Heart, and according to the Heart of a People as zealous ot the Religion of their 
Fore-tathers, as they are loyal to their Princes. 

After the Speech wasended, the Cardinal Dubois prefented the Prelates De- 
puties, and Prodors of the Clergy to. the King, calling over their ‘Names; and 
then they were reconduded by the fame Perfons, and with the fame Honours, 
into the Hall of Ambaffadors. 1 

At Noon they were conduéed in like Manner by one of the Mafters of Cere- 
monies, and by the Marquifles of Clermont and Armenticres to an Audience of 
the Dnke of Orleans, who received them ftandinguncovered, and was compli- 

mented by the Archbifhop of Aix in the following Speech. 

MONSEIGNEUR, we were impatient to wait upon your Royal Highnefs 
with the Aflurance of our profound Refpe& ; and *tis with Joy that we acquit our 
felves ina Body, of a Duty, which your Augui Bicth and your High Rank — 
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We ate no lefs obliged to it Monfigneur, by our Zeal for the Good of the King- 
dom, whichis bound to you fora Tranquillity {carce ever known during fo long 
2 Minority, and which through the Depth and Wifdom of your Councils, ic has 
enjoy’d with a Succefs hitherto ubparaliel’d. 
-, What does not the Kingdom owe you, .Monfeigneur, for all the glorious Pains 
you have taken to form a King for it, worthy of the Throne of his Anceftors. 

Being inftruc&ed by your Royal Highnefs in the great Art of Governing, we 
‘fhall fee him formidable tohis Enemies, amiable to his Subjeéts, and the Gloty 
and Happinefs of France. ee , 

You, Monfeigneur, will infpire him above all Things with the Love of Peace, 
and teach him what you foperfed&ily know, to maintain it in his Dominions, by 
caufing the Authority Rogal and Ecclefiaftical to be equally vefpetted. 

We fhall pray the Lord, without ceafing, to prolong your Royal Highne(s 
Days,:and to heap Graces and Bicffings on a Prince whom we love for his 
Goodnefs, and admire for his Virtues.

Ccording to what we lately mentioned, there is now publithed the Speech 
which the Bifhop of Salisbury made on the 3d Reading ,6f the Bill, to 
infli& Pains and Penalties, on the late Bifhop of Rochefter, wherein his Lord- 
fhip (Pages 5 and 6) expreffes himfelf in the following Manner, wiz. 
_ As to the Perfon'concerned in that Bill, tho’ it be a great Trouble to me 
to think that any Bithop of this Church fhould be Guilty of fo foul a Crime 
as that obje&ed to him, yet I cannot but be of Opinion, that if he be really 
Guilty the Intereft of our Church as well as Juftice to our King and Country, 
do fequire that he fhould be convicted and punifhed, and indeed I, ¢annot but 
bé* humbly of Opinion, that whoever believes Kelly to be- Guilty muft believe 
the Bifhop to be Guilty too. . 

E thal! not infilt upon what is commonly called Hear-fay Evidence, tho’ there 
be a great deal of it againft the Bifhop; only muft obferve, That the Condu& 
of a Proteftant Bithop muft have been very odd and unaccountable, if he be in- 
nocent, that fo many Jacobites (as have done in his Cafe) fhould declare, that 
they not only efteem’d him tobe in the Plot, but to be the chief ConduGor of 
it. One of the Things that Neynoe {aid in his Confeffion, was, That he frequent- 
ly went with Kely to the Bithop of Rochefter’s, and left him there, .(as Kelly told 
him) to write Letters. This is confirmed by a credible Witnefs at your Bar. 
I would only beg Leave to take Notice of one Thing more relating to Neynoe : 
The Bifhop’s Witnefles have fully prov’d that Neyuse told them, That the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer had given him feveral Sums of Money, to endeavour to
